The  New  Beafora  letter  of  August  2,  in  the  Hew  York  Journal 
of  Commerce  of  August  4,  is,  in  part,  as  follows: 


There  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  market 
for  extra  staple  cotton  here  during  the  past  week, 
the  chief  features  being  the  scarcity  of  old  crop 
cotton  and  the  difficulty  in  getting  offers  from 
the  south  on  the  new  crop  staples.    The  demand  from 
the  mills  is  fairly  good,  especially  for  odd  lots 
of  old  crop,  but  it  is  not  so  insistent  nor  so  reck- 
less of  price  as  it  was  a  week  or  two  ago.  This 
applies  to  the  market  as  a  whole  and  is  true  de- 
spite the  fact  that  several  instances  could  be  cited 
where  individual  mills  that  are  badly  in  need  of  ad- 
ditional cotton  in  certain  of  the  longer  types,  are 
willing  to  pay  almost  any  price  if  they  can  secure 
the  right  kind  of  cotton.

They  should  not  he  taken,  however,  as  the 
level  at  which  business  is  "being  done,  for  most  of 
the  mills  are  not  willing  to  pay  them.    Based  on 
strict  middling  and  a  very  high  standard  of  stapling, 
they  are  as  follows:

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EGYPTIAN  COTTON  NEWS  LETTER 


The  Hew  Bedford  letter  of  August  23,  in  the '  New  York 
Journal  of  Commerce  of  August  25,  is,  in  part,  as  follows; 

*  *  * 

A  demand  for  Sea  Islands  was  reported  from 
the  Providenoe  territory,  but  there  were  very  few 
offerings*    Quotations  ranged  from  70o  to  73c  for 
average  extra  oho ice t  and  some  lower  grades  were 
quoted  at  the  same  .figure.    It  was  rumored  that  the 
.  Government  had  set  a  pri*e  of  76o  on  its  stock  of 
8,000  bales,  most  of  which  is  held  in  storage  here, 
but  no  sales  at  this  level  are  reported.  Another 
report  in  this  connection  was  to  the  effect  that 
this  stock  was  to  bo  sold  to  the  highest  bidder. 
Official  confirmation  of  either  is  laoking,  although 
It  is  said  that  an  offer  of  70o  for  the  entire  lot 
was  refused.    H*he  Government  stofck,  it  is  said,  was 
bought  at  an  average  price  of  72-l/2c  and  the  oarrying 
charges  since  the  time  it  was  purchased  would  make  it 
stand  Un#le  Sam  in  considerably  more  than  76o,  although 
it  is  understood  that  all  the  best  cotton  has  been  used 
and  only  the  undesirable  bales  are  left, 

Peruvian  cotton  is  in  considerable  demand  for 
tire-yarn  purposes,  and  quotations  range  from  54c 
to  55.Q  for  prompt  shipment  frem  Peru,  grade  medium. 
High  grades  are  offered  for  55o  to  58o,    Sales  have 
been  made  at  54o  or  thereabouts  and  some  on  the  spot 
in  this  country  sold  at  about  the  same  price, 

Pima  cotton  of  the  first  three  grades-is  offered 
in  some  quantity,  the  price  ranging  from  66  to  68 
cents.    Some  fair  sized  orders  for  it  have  been 
placed  here  at  the  lower  figure  *      *  *
